PARIS (UPI) — President 
Rene Coty announced today 
he is calling in Gen. Charles 
de Gaulle to discuss setting 
up a government of public 
safety, thus virtually scrap* 
ping the Fourth Republic. 
Coty said France is on the 
verge of civil war. 


The 76-year-old Coty indicated 
he would resign if the bitterly 
divided and temperamental as­ 
sembly failed to go along with 
him. 
Coty said he also was asking 
de Gaulle to see what can ba 
done toward a thorough reform 
of the constitution which in tho 
last 13 years has enabled the as. 
sembly to overthrow 25 French 
governments. 
Coty made his stunning an­ 
nouncement in an unprecedented 
message to emergency meetings 
of both houses of the French Par­ 
liament. 
It came against a background 
of open revolt in Algeria and Cor­ 
sica and an assembly so hooe- 
lessly divided against itself that 
de Gaulle seemed the only solu­ 
tion short of a military dictator­ 
ship or a Communist-controlled 
“popular front."
